WasmsoTOoN, Jan, 8.—The guestion before the
Ways sod Means Comiaittee a8 to bow the inerensed
pesooroes nocossary to meet the expensce of the
@overnment are to be obiained is o most diffienli
ene, and. although the preseut dilemma must have
baen foresson a8 long ago as before the Presidential
wlection by sowe of the better-infarmed of the ma-
jority in Congress, it does not seem 2 be auy
poarer o solution than 1t wos a year ago. It
» odmitted on all haods that a largely sog-
mented revenue is essentia': that the exponses
of the Government, the payment of interest on the
pablio debt, &e., will require, 1w addition to the
preacnt income, from §39,000,000 to $45,000,000, the
twe amnants belug the minimum snd maximum of
the estimates. How this sum is to be obtained
withont leading the public to an upderstanding nf
the trickery of the Administration when it pro-
elaiwed, just Lefure the Presidential election, the
reduaction of the deht and the docrease of taxatbion,
sud promised speady and still greater reductions, is
& guestion which eaunot longer bo postponed.

I'he Treasury is already in o state of insolvener,
and vnicss & greater incowme is secured 'ts obliga-
pions must go Lo protest within a year. The tax ao
ten sod eoflee was removed, the ten per cent hord-
pontal reduetion myade, nod other dutice cut down,
which 1t was suppossd would Lave a great effect on
the apnroscling election, and now it is found that
these sonrees of revenue are reqnived, and a hand-
some 8ot in addition. It 18 now proposed to return
these taxes, but the obj:ction is made that guch a
eoatse will increass the cogt of toa and coffee and
other artigles embruced in the list, and this will
urke the propu-ition unpopular with the people.
Motel proprictors and other large consumers, and
even private familics, are already laying o
Jarge stoeks of thesa  articles, sgainst  the
egutingoney of an ingreass, which all believe is anre
fo cude. An increase in the tax on whisky of ten
esnts per gallon, in aceardauce with the recotn-
mendations 1o the President’s meesage and the Sec-
setary of the Lygasurv's report, has 2125 Geen 6bR-
mdered by the Ways and Means Committer, but the
members are very greatly divided on the subject,
amd it 18 impossble to say what will be done. In
view of the Presideni’s course the dealers in whisky
bave begun to loek it up, besides mauning the distil-
Yories night and day to increase the supply. Mr,
Bock of Kentucky, who mrepresonts the largest
whisky districe 1 the eonntry, sad whose con-

eSltuents are intercsted in littls else, is very
strongly  opposed  to the  iwnoreass in  the
tax to & centa per gallon. He gives

many reasons for bis oppoition, aod says that if the
opivioneof Representatives Sayler and Bauning of
Cincianats, winse districts are also largely ioter-
pated iy whiaky, could be obtained, they would ro-
ineide with bix.  Mr. Beck says that the yearly pro-
daction of distilled spiriig Is abont #5550,000 gallons,
The shogk on hend, lie thiuks, i about equal {0 a
kulf year's supply, or 40,000,000 gallons. lIle says
there can be no doubt that the eflect of incresnsing
the tax ren conts o gallon will be to stimulate the
production before the law is passed to the extent
that ther will be 00,000,000 gullous oo hand when
she law goes into eflect,

“The cllect of this,” said Mr. Deck, *can he reon
atonce. It wouwld put $6,000,000 in the pockets of
private jobbors. DBusides, it would not help the
Governmuent, at least for thie present, when the
money 18 wost necded,  Of eonrse the production at
89 conta o gallon wonld cease, and no more whisky
would be made until the wtoek on hand, which paid
enly 70 vents, was exhansted. Eo von may readily
so” said Mr. Beck, * thiat not ouly the Government
would not realize snvtbine fiom the lnerease, but
that it wonld lose, for the first year at least.,”

When asked if the stock slready on hand might
nat be taxed he ridiculed the snggestion, and said
that sgeh a proposition would not recoive avote in
the House, 1ic ‘houghy it possible that the Jobibers
wikht eome to Waslngton gnd press for an fo-
erease, but That if it was proposed to tax the stock
ou hund it would bring to Washington all of his
ewn and Buy let’s constitnents, howling with rage;
a thing he deprecated most carnestly.

Only four weeks of work is left to the present
Congress, aad 1f anything is to be doue by the Ways
and Meaus Committes it mnst be done without
muoch further deliberation,

DISTRICT RING SPECULATORS  DISAP-
POINTED.

SHE INTTREST ON THE 3.6 BONDS TO BE PAID IN

CURRENCY—=WHERE TUE BCHEME FAILED DY

Wasnnarox, Jun, 20.—Tae' District Ring, or
ratber that part of 1t which has bren speenlating in
8.65 bonds, believing that Congress would make the
prineipal and interest of them payable in gold, in-
stead of the logal-tender notes in which it was un-
derstond they would be paid when they were issaed,
is cresttallen to-day. The House Committee on Ap-
propristions reported a bill a fow days age, making
a provigion for paying the February interest, which
& due next Monday, iu gold comn, The greater por-
tion of these bonds are mow beld by a few specn-
lators here, and by several New-Yak banks
with which the lste Ring had dealings; and,
had the Dhill passed as it was originally
reported, it would have greatly curiched these
people, as it wonld have caused an immediate ad-
vatee in the value of the bends. But if anybody
was to be thus benefited, it should be the contractors
anud laborers who were obliged to take these bonds
jostead of muney due them, and not those into
whose hands they have since passed. lo view of
thess considerations it became apparent that the
biMl s at first reported eould ot possibly pass, and
the Committee in reporting it again to-day, noder
the regular call, struck out the part requiring the
interest to be paid in coin; and even then it went
to the Committee of the Whole under the rule,
Holman objeeting to its present consideration.

As amended, there is no doubt that this bill ought
to pass both Houses and to receive the President’s
signature this week. Congress by a special act au-
thorized the issue of thess bonds and pledged the
faith of the United Btates to provide for the pay-
meutof the interest aa it becamo due, by proper
proportional sppropristions and by causing to be
levied upon the property of the Distriet sach taxos
as should Lo necessary. Now the treasury of the
District is cmpty in spite of the 5 per cent tax of
last year, and if this bill does not pass, the interest
ou these bonds will be io defanlt on Monday next,
The great obstacle in the way of any legislation in
favor of this District, and one of the reasons why
Congreas is likely to be mean in it appropriations
for local purposes, is the very genersl suspicion that
the members of the old Ring have still too much
jnfluence, not ouly among the ignorant misees,
whom they have beretofors used a8 their tools, but
also with the District Commission, and even with
mr the Committees of Congress. The fact that

DIEL.

SBOME BOUTHERN MEMDERS DETERMINED TO CARRY
1T THROUGH—TUE BCHOOL AND CEMETERY
CLAUSES MOST OBNOXIOUS—THE BILL TO BE
MADE THE PIONEER OF A BERIES OF MEASURES.

IBY TELEGRAPH TO THE TRIBUNK.]
WASIUNGTON, Jan, 20.—A coucus of Republican
members, lasting until 11 ¢’clock, was held io the
hall of the Honse to-night. The subjects under dis-
cussion related wholly to Bouthern affuirs, the

Civil Rights Wl being the one most promi-

vpent. It was mot so largely attended ss the

last eancus, Lot is spoken of a8  perfeetly
barmonious. Speechies were made by eight or ten
members, The attendanes from the South was not
large, and those most eonspicuous in the last cancus
were notably absent, among them Mr, Carpenter of
Bouth Carolioa. The Civil Hights bill wos dis-
euesed 10 its  wvurious aspects. The echool
and ocemetery  clanses, wherein it is  pro-
pesed to exclude eolored people from the
white schonls, but to provide equal separate
accommeodations for them wore debated, and also
the righte of colored people on ruilroads, eteambosts,
and in ehurchea  Varions forms were suggested, bot
it was finally decided to recommend the Judiciary
Committeo to repart a bill from the Committes in
the gpme 'formn se it passed the Sewvate, bemng the
original M of Chatles SBumner.  On  this
reasonable debate is to be allowed, when the
previous question will be salled, and if the Demo-
eruts aro disposed to tihbuster, the Republicans are
determined to git it out. Ouwe member sadd, " We
must stay here until the last minute of the last hour
of the last day of the eession, without food or
raiment, rather than not to pasa the Lil.” The hill
will be in Goo. Batler's charge, aud every oppor-

tunity will be given to the majerity of
tho Hounse to amend it. A good deal was
said of a sproad-eagle characier  about

the wrongs of the South, the outrages, and that ad-
ditional legislation was neecssary for the black man
to be sale in the South, Members also got excited
when 1t was sngrested that ‘the Democrhis, by fi-
Fusteiing, must not B AIGWEd to 2dntrol the aglien
of a majority. Tt was held that the party depénded
apon legislation for the Sonth, and that rebellion
was etill stalling abroad. The Civil Rights
bill is to be made the ploneer, smid if shat
passcs, other Bonthern measures will be pot forward,
The party, it was eaid, was committed to that meas-
are. Jt wasaplaok in the National platform, and
hias beon favored in most of the Southern Republi-
cwn Conventions, The general opinion as gathered
from the speeches and the temper of the coucus was
that a very large majority would favor the Lill, if
the school and cemetery clauses were stricken out.

Wasmxaron, Jao, 20.—Butler revived (he old Me-
Carralian claim in the House to-day, after it had
been kopt out of Congress for nearly two years, To
explain the character of this claim or give a history
of i% wosld require more time and space fhan can
uow be given to it. It is sufMeicui o sav that it jp-
volves the ownership of a large and very valuable
tract of land in California, now held by the New-
ldris Mining Company, and from which there is
now taken about £100,000 worth of quicksilver
amonth, The New-Idria Company claim the land
by virtue of alleged purchases from the original set-
tlers, W, MeCarraliau elaimy to bave pnrehased
it from the owners under authority of an old Mexi-
can grant and of a patent which he clans was once
executed, but from which the signature was after-
ward wrongfully erased, The third elnimant is the
United States, the basis of 1ta claim being that the
property belongs to neither of the others, bot forms
a part of the publie Jands of the United States,

Biuce the pussage of the bill, two years ago, Me-
Carrahan has hrought suit in the courts of Califor-
nia snd hae been beaten, and to-day Dutler reported,
and the House passed & resolution which gives himn
another opportunity to press his claim, Tho reso-
lution starts off with o preamble, asserting thut the
New ldria Cormnpany had held fravdalent possepsion
of the property for more than 18 years, and had
taken 7,000,000 from ite wines, and then directs
the Bocretary of the Interior to employ connsel o
prosecute the elaim of the United Btates, snd to
prevent further waste of public property.

Eo far the resolution was all right. The present
Attorney-General, before he succeeded to bis office,
was the attorney of the Now Idria Company ; and it
was manifestly indelicate that he sbould now con-
duct the suit on the other mde, But the hittle joker
was hidden in the pext sentence, which provides
that any other claimants shall have the right to ap-
pear and press their claims by counsel. The other
claimant is William MecGarrahan, who bas hereto-
fore beem beaten in Congress and beaten in
Court, and to whom this resolution gives a new trial.
Some of the members seemoed ty saepoct this, and
binted at it; but they did not kunow, what is the
fact, that Wm. McGarrabian was the author of the
resolution, and that he went before the Judiciary
Cominittes this morning, aud urged ita adoptivn,
Without attempting to judge as to the merits of the
eluim, it is really & eerious question whether the
House actually intends to reopen this whole case,
for that is just what the resolution passed this eveun-

ing does.

PROTEST AGAINET THE
BILL.
NEW-YORE MERCHANTS URGE THAT THE PRESIDENT

WasmyaroN, Jan. 20.—A protesst of New-York
merchants against the signature of the Little Tarift
bill was received by the Presideot to-day. The
gigners set forth that the present features of the
Little Tariff bill are such that they hope to iuduce
the President to veto it.  They oy :

This bill was defeated last session in Conference Com-
wities, for the reason that while it professed pot to -
creass the turifl, it did 0 upder the caise of & new
classification on alik goods, &o, It has beeo remodeled
asud submitted without the cousideration, ln our opin-
jon. whieh such an important act s eutitled to, Al the
sime time tbe country has beeu led to belleve that the
new net was virtnally ahelved in consequonce of the
Reeretary of the Treasury's prepuring a comprebensive
one In necordunce with the message of the President. It
bus been rufficiently demoustrated that the lnereased
Itews, or new ipterpretations of law regarding them
(and which practically smouut 1o & new turifl), since
June 23, 1678, the date of 1he upproval of the aet revising
the statutes of the Unitod Btates, have largely reduced
the importation of many classes of merchandise, and
conscquemly the roveoues from lmports buve largely
dimimshed.

It bas Leen clalmed that tle recent tari decisions
have Incressed the revevucs. This would have beeu
true had those declglons not interfered with the lm-
portativus. Tuis experlence thrreforo bocomes useful
in deterwining the fuct that Inorease uf dotios will eer-
tainly reduce the revenues, and which the uew tariff

seo their candidate beaten, The interest had ab-
l?thd the whole community, even drawing many to
the city from the surrounding eountry, The excite-
meint was at fever hoat, and all felt a premonition
that thero would be o Lreak to-day. Never were
gieater exertions mado to have afull attendance,
One member absent at Mempbis was brought here
on o special train, whils another was brougot neadly
b 0miles from a eountry point in a bogey. Thess ex-
traordinary efforts were made by Johnson's parti-
eana; und the roll-call showed but one sbseutes in
both branches,

The first ballot of the day and the 54th ronnd in
the fghe wos ealled amid breathless excitement,
Its result showed a gain of two for the Gresuville
statesman, and bis partisans made the Capitol ring
with their cheers and applause. Then eame the
530 ballot; thies more voles were to be gained by
the Johuwon wmen, amd the  hotly con-
testod struggle would be wom, ‘I'he mnames
were  ealled, and  apparently a result similar
to the previous ballok would be reached,
The proceedings wero intensely monotonous. All
ears were strained listening, and hoping for o
change, The pamo of Holges was called, and
his swnog ioto the Jobuson phalanx, The erowd in
the galleries couldl eoutain themselves no longer;
they rose to their foet as ouo man; shouted, yelled,
oheered, and swung their hats for several minutes
in the cestasy of their dedight, The Bpeaker’s
guvel was seen to  play  vigorously, but its
sound was Joat in tha  rour  of
the delighted multitnde, This  demonstration
wes answered by bitses froto the Stephens party, but
thie Johnson men were o happy to do anything ex-
cept answer with a derigive luogh,  As the voll-eall
proceeded, four other ehangds followold rapidly, ns-
guring Jolinson's eleotion. Again & wild tumuit of
appluuse burat forth and continued for several min-
utes, followed by the most extravagant manifesia-
tions of juy among the Johoson men. Business was

suspended  and  the grave budy  of  legis
Iators were  treaded  to o unpurlinmentary
exhibition of wild men ewinging Abeir

hats, dancing, yelling, and scroaming in the galleries
like a body of tieres Indians, At the end of the roll-
call the Bpeaker waa eontpelled to sit quietly until
the noisy sudienco subsided ; then, when the odicial
anmonncement was made, the crowd gave a final
busst of wppliose and broke for the streel, Awoy
they sped for the Maxwell House, where
the hero of the hour was stopping. One mao,
who lind ontstripped  all others in the raes,
was ntterly unabls to say a word when e teached
the door. At s hieels wos another whio had saved
wind enoogh to toll the story, sud e plunged head-
longg into Jubuson's arms, and the two winbirnesd
with a rogged firmeess ouly equaled by o
pair of begrs.  The remmmder of the party
goon  filled the room, the lalls, and in
fast flooded the neighbarhood, cud @ shover of
eomgratulations was poured fapon thy head [of the
sucoessful eandidate, This evening a large number
of eongratulatory telegrams from all parts of the
country have been reccived by Mr. Juhuson, and
the city 15 wikl with execitement. The ount-door
demonsteation w-night was one of the largest ever
woen in Noshville, asd eertainly the most enthu-
sinatic,

Thoxoll of the Senate was then proeccded Wiil,
the first name npon which was Lient.Gov, Van
Zandt, who stated his preference for Gov. Howard,
his grief at the withdrawal of Mr, Dixon’s name, and
clowed by saying that, considering the election of
rebel gonerals to Congress, it became incumbent
upon him as a member of the great Republican party
to cast his vote for Rhiodo [sland’s foremost soldicr,
Ambrose E, Dornside, And thus the 28th ballot was
taken with sundsy speechies in fayor of Gen, Durn-
side:
